Washington, July 30.—The president 


and Uis constitutional advisers spent 
nearly five hours in earnest discussion 
of tbe response to be made 
by 
the 


goTernmeut to the Spanish overture 
for peace, hut no conclusion was reach- 
ed and the subject 
necessarily 
was 


postponed for further consideration at 
another meeting of the cabinet at 10:30 
a. m. 


The point under discussion during 


the greater part of the meeting was 
\vtat disposition should be made of 
the Philippines. 
On the other issues 


unanimity developed. There was to be 
independence 
demanded 
for 
Cuba; 


Porto Rico was to be ceded to the 
United States; coaling stations were 
to be acquired at Guam in the Ladrone 
iilands and one in the Caroline islands. 


These propositions were disposed of 


Quickly but when it came to the Philip- 
pines, some diversity of opinion was 
revealed. Accepting the broad proposi- 
tion that Spain was to be allowed to 
keep these possessions, other ques- 
tions of importance developed and it 
was felt that these must be answered 
definitely before the subject could be 
disposed of. 


I'here was no question as to the pro- 


priety 
of 
demanding 
the 
coaling 


station in the Philippines and, while 
there reasonably might be a difference 
of opinion of the location and extent 
of this station, little difficulty was ex- 
pected to be encountered in solving 
that problem, because the matter could 
be referred to the naval board who are 
competent to deal with the subject. 


The perplexing problem was what 


form of government should be insti- 
tuted in the Philippines, and 
what 


should be the nature of the guarantee 
required of Spain that the new gov- 
ernment should be liberal and autono- 
mous in character. 
These two ques- 


tions hinged on the primary decision 
to interfere at all 
in 
prescribing a 


cJSaqge in the conditions in the Philip- 
pipes. 


Some members of the cabinet felt 


that the insurgents under Aguinaldo, 
living acted independently of 
the 


tj%ed States from the very beginning 
of tlie insurrectionary movement, and 
having lately shown a disposition to 
H)W trouble for us, had no moral 
claim upon the United States in the 
settlement of the terms of peace.

One factor in 
the protracted dls- 


ouEsion of the Philippine problem was 
the absence of advices as to the ex- 
isting situation there on this date, 
anoint that might be of considerable 
Importance in the adjustment of the 
question. 


The unconfirmed dispatch reporting 


Manilla had surrendered was read and 
commented on as indicating that defin- 
ite action without knowledge of the 
exact situation at Manilla might cause 
a statement regarding conditions that 
did not exist. 


Welcome i'.'e«-» Received. 


Washington, -July 30.—The most im- 


portant news received at the war de- 
partment was the cable from General 
Miles announcing the excellent pro- 
gress being made in southern Porto 
Rico and the capture of Ponce. 
The 


navy department also received a cable 
announcing that the navy had captured 
the city of Ponce and landed the forces 
under General Miles. The department 
expects an easy conquest 
of 
Porto 


Rico, and notwithstanding the over- 
tures for peace made by Spain the war 
will be prosecuted vigorously in that 
island. 


Whose Baud Is It? 


Madrid, July 30.—Though it is not 


likely that the government will decide 
to prolong the war because of Porto 
Rico, considerable feeling is manifest- 
ed and every possible diplomatic ef- 
fort will be made to retain it. Appar- 
ently there is little objection to ceding 
a coaling station in the Philippines, 
provided Spanish sovereignty is re- 
spected in 
the 
island, which in the 


opinion of the government and official 
circles generally, will afford compensa- 
tion in commerce for the loss of the 
Antilles, besides procuring occupation 
for the West Indian army in re-estab- 
lishing Spanish rule. 


Would Not Yield the Philippines. 


Washington, July 30.—It was stated 


in a high diplomatic quarter, in such 
manner as to give semi-official char- 
acter to the expression, that if Amer- 
ican control 
or 
supervision of the 


Philippines was an indispensable con- 
dition laid down as the basis for peace 
negotiations, it was practically certain 
that the Spanish government would 
not accede to this condition, but would 
determine rather to continue the war. 
To the other peace conditions .Spain 
would cheerfully yield. 


Threo Spaniards Die. 


Portsmouth, N. H., July 30.—Three 


of the Spanish prisoners died at Camp 
Long Friday. 
Two deaths were due 


to pneumonia and one to «. complica- 
tion of diseases. 
There are at least 


ten prisoners dangerously ill at the 
present time and more deaths are ex- 
pected 
from 
pneumonia, the disease 


being due to the change of the weath- 
er. 
The fever has practically disap- 


peared from the camp. 


Very Kind of Him. 


Philadelphia, 
July 
30. — Doctor 


French, general secretary of the na- 
tional 
relief 
commission, received a 


communication from 
Alexander Van 


Rennsselaer stating that he has placed 
his yacht "May" at the disposal of 
the national relief commission as a 
supply vessel, at his own expense, with 
the assurance that any orders the com- 
mission might impose upon him will 
be faithfully executed. 


Dons Punic Stricken. 


Tangier, 
Morocco, July 
30.—The 


French steamer Obia which recently 
touched at Tangier with 90 refugees 
from the Canary islands, reported that 
the foreign consuls at the Canaries had 
notified the subjects of their govern- 
ments 
that 
Commodore Watson's 


squadron was coming, and the people, 
therefore, 
were panic stricken 
and 


were seeking refuge in the interior of 
the islands. 


Manilla. Not Yet Fallen. 


Hongkong, 
July 
30.—The British 


gunboat Plover has arrived here from 
Manilla. 
She reports that when she 


left Manilla on Wednesday, July 27, 
the situation there was unchanged and 
the Americans had not yet attacked 
the city.
